He was suspected of' 
espionage the entire time and was under the surveillance of the u Haus- : j 
kapelle 11 of Abwehrstelle Berlin for a considerable length of time,’. 1 


3. This surveillance resulted only in the information that he was 
in contact with another Greek, Gregor SAFIAKIDTS, formerly of Berlin- 
Charlottenburg , V, r i eland strasse lo. SAFIATTIDIS was also under suspicion 
for espionage, independently of BOLOTAS. A report from Switzerland 
confirmed that SAFIANJDIS was a sub-agent of a British intelligence 
agent SAUNDERS; SAFIAUIDI3 was consequently under surveillance in 
Berlin, but notching was proved. 


4.7 No measures were taken by the Abwehr against either BOLOTAS 
of SAFIANIDIS except for observation and reading their correspondence
